Preliminary plans for a new recreation area in Sierra 
Madre, including a swimming pool and many other facili¬ 
ties, were presented to the City Council at its meeting 
Tuesday night. 

The Council also adopted 
a total budget for 1956-57 
of approximately $504,000, 
excluding about $98,000 
which will be transferred 
from the Water Department 
into a fund earmarked for 
capital improvements for 
the water system and depre¬ 
ciation. 

Plans for the recreation 
area, which will be located 
in the water grounds on E. 

Sierra Madre Blvd., include 
a swimming pool 50 by 90 
feet, a locker building, pub¬ 
lic rest rooms, two tennis 
courts, a, softball diamond, 
a children’s playground, a 
small wading pool and a 
picnic area. 

The architect’s drawing of 
the proposed area was pre¬ 
pared by Whitnall & Asso¬ 
ciates, planning consultants. 

It would cost about $125,000 
if the work is done by out¬ 
side contractors, according 
to City Administrator Law¬ 
rence C. Bevington.

On Aug. 8 at 8:30 p.m. they were called from their 
first-aid class to rescue one of their own members, Bill 
Adams, pack station owner who w'as injured in Santa 
Anita Canyon while remov¬ 
ing a pinch bar from a tree 
he was cutting down. 

When the tree fell, it 
threw the bar, which struck 
Adams across the head. He 
suffered severe injuries. 

The rescue crew rushed 
him to Chantry Flats by lit¬ 
ter and then by auto to a 
doctor. He now is recovering. 

Last Saturday morning, 
the crew was called out to 
help the weary San Dimas 
mountaineers search for two 
missing youngsters, Brenda 
Howell, 11, and Don Baker,

For the first time since 1936, Sierra Madre will not 
be represented this year in the Tournament of Roses 
Parade on New Year’s Day. 

The Sierra Madre Float Committee, understandably 
feeling they had done their part in producing entries with 
little help from anyone, this year decided to let someone 
else take over. But no one did. 

The association wrote the Chamber of Commerce early 
this year with the plea that it sponsor the float entry, but 
was refused. . _ 

Members of the association then approached residents, 
but failed to find any who would take over the back- » f 
breaking task of producing a float with volunteer workers. 2^4 
The deadline for entries has come and gone, and mam 
Sierra Madre is among the missing. Floats are coming 
from as far away as Switzerland and Mexico, but there’ll 7’ \j 
be none from the Foothill City. , \ j 

Our association with the Tournament of Roses Parade '/ 
began way back in 1918. From then until 1936, we missed 
a few but took part in most. After 1936, the city gathered ^ U. 
its residents to produce a float in every parade. The string 
ends, now, on New Year’s Day, 1957. 

Sierra Madre’s was a unique effort among the elabo- 
rate entries put forward by other cities, who hired trained N/O 
professionals at elaborate prices to produce their floats. 

Sierra Madreans, on the other hand, built theirs them- ''jt 
selves, with no professional help. It was a community ~~ 
effort exclusively, and the city didn’t do so badly. 

The Sierra Madre float took a prize or special mention 
in each parade. While it is true that entries in our class 
were limited, it also is true that a great number of those 
prizes were first place awards. XCjt
